An Army board of inquiry

Two comparatively insignificant news items 
from Europe were presented in. one edition 
of your newspaper last week. Insignificant 
when mingled with the reports of growing 
complexities in the Balkans, of sinking of 
ships and bombardments of key cities and in- 
vasion ports. Yet those two little items may, 
‘in the long run, presage events that will go 
further toward ending the Nazi reign of hor- 
ror than many seemingly more important hap- 
' penings. 

One told of the sentencing, in Holland, of 
18 Netherlanders to face the firing squad. The 
courts and the judges were, of course, Nazi and 
the offense charged to the defendants was 
sabotage, plotting and spying against the Ger- 
man occupiers of their country. 

The other item came from Sweden and re- 
ported how, in the neighbor country of Nor- 
Way, sO many Norwegians had been arrested 
on similar charges by the German masters of 
that occupied land, that the jails were over- 
flowing and, daily, hundreds more are placed 
in concentration camps. 

Little news comes out of the occupied lands 
today. The Nazis exercise too strict a censor- 
‘ship upon all communications between the 
imprisoned peoples and the outside world. Even 
that which does come has to be evaluated in 
terms of that censorship and of the Nazi prop- 
fF aganda ministry. 

Occasionally, though, whispers of life un- 
der the conquerors percolate to the outside, 
free world. We are told of wholesale slaughter, 
before the firing squads, of Poles. We read 
of the actions of the military court in Hol- 
‘land and of the vast numbers of arrests for 
Fespionage and sabotage in Norway. It is 
‘known that the British have been helped, con- 
| siderably, by undercover work and reports of 
F thousands of French and Belgians and Nor- 
‘wegians and other citizens of the occupied 
) lands. 

When the British smashed 11 German ships 
hand a fish oil refinery, when they took a cou- 
‘ple of hundred Germans and a handful of 
| Norwegian “quislings” prisoner, on the Lofo- 
} ten islands, it is reported they also took back 
with them a number of loyal Norwegians, 
eager to join their comrades today in Britain.

Not Hitler and all the terrorism 
of his Gestapo and storm troopers can suc- 
‘ceed in holding entirely in check the pat- 
riotism and determination of the peoples who 
have seen their lands invaded, taken and de- 
i spoiled. Someday the Nazis are going to reap 
a whirlwind of retribution for the sins they 
have perpetrated upon the little people of the 
weaker nations. The quicker that day comes 
the greater will be the rejoicing among all 
free men the world over.

LEND AND LEASE As soon as the house concurs in the ac- 
tion of the senate, the United States legal- 


ly will be able to help England. The immediate effect will be one 
of morale. It will shake the German people a bit. Aid to England 
still is being made ready in our factories and plants. It will be 
May or June before we are able really to assist England. 

The senate voted not quite two to one to pass the lend-lease 
bill. It fooled no one. It is not something we expect to get back. 
We will not get it back any more than we got back our war loans 
of World War No. 1. It is to be a gift to England because it helps 
us stay out of the war and assists our lineup in the fight. 

The fact that the senate vote was 60 to 31 ought to give pause 
to those enthusiasts who have been shouting that this country was 
unanimous in its desire to aid Britain. It isn't. But the majority 
is. And Senator Wheeler, who led the opposition to it, shook 
hands with the winners, Senators George and Barkley. He will not 
be shot nor sent to a concentration ‘camp. He did what he believed 
right. 

This vote of only 60 to 31 illustrates what a bad job was done 
of selling the “Aid to Britain Campaign.” There still is time to 
re-sell it between now and the time when we can begin really 
to help. 

We are not helping Britain so much as we are fighting Hitler. 
And we do not expect really to be repaid for what we are to lease 
and lend. It was phrased in that fashion to make it legal, domes- 
tically and internationally. 

We want to help England because it may keep us out of the 
war. We want to stay out of the war if we can. We want to assist 
England because England is fighting the most dangerous enemy 
the ordinary man has had in all our long history. Hitler is the 
enemy of the small farmer, the small merchant, and the so-called 
“little man” as much as he is an enemy of the great industrialist 
and the men of great wealth. Some of the latter helped Hitler 
come to power in Germany, thinking they thereby would save what 
they had. They didn’t. — 


Some of that same feeling was in evidence in this country until 
France fell. There isn’t much of it now. 

Hitler and the Hitlerian philosophy:-must be put down. 

As soon as we can make some things with which to help, we 
will send_ it. 


WAR MATERIALS Materials of war are not come by easily. 


It now is authentically known, for instance, 
that one item left behind by the British at Dunkirk was 35,000 
standard trucks. 

Thirty-five thousand trucks is a staggering item of loss. Eng- 
land also lost thousands of guns and millions of dollars worth of 
supplies, all in the same staggering degree. 

It now is known Hitler could have come right on across the 
channel at that time had he been prepared. The swiftness of his 
own victory left him unprepared for the channel try. 

This ought to demonstrate that he had not, at that time, made 
any serious plan for invading England. 

This country immediately rushed to England all the French 
“seventy-fives” we had and all the ammunition we had. We sent 
bombs. This aid probably saved England from invasion when, 
some weeks later, the Germans investigated the possibilities. The 
bombs were of the type for dropping on steel decks of ships. 

England needs first-rate material desperately. Germany was 
the only nation really prepared. For instance, Germany has some 
4,000 of the heavy tanks which caused so much damage to Bel- 
gian and French defenses. 

This country and England together have about 800. 

I would guess our first aid will be some more, but radically 
changed, destroyers. There also will be “loaned” some freighters. 
But we can’t give much immediate help because we haven’t it to 
give. We can give some destroyer help. 


ROOSEVELT ACTED These changed destroyers are ready be- 

cause Roosevelt acted. When he first 
saw what dive bombers could do to ships, their decks filled with 
stacks and bridge structures, he cut through red tape as a hot 
knife will go through butter. 

He got the Navy men together. They acted. The stacks of 
some of our 1920 period destroyers—good ships—were cut down 
low. They all but disappeared. The stacks were used to carry 
off fumes from the oil-burner engines, but also to lay smoke screens. 

Off came the stacks. On the after portion of the ship went 
the new development in smoke-screen making. And, in all the 
space where antiaircraft formerly were ineffective, there were 
guns. Dozens and dozens of them. 

These are ready. They are Roosevelt’s idea. 
Navy people have seen them in our Navy yards. 

These are expected to be this country’s first gift to England. 
That helps explain why our ships may not have to be used for 
convoy duty. 

The destroyers—and what a grand fighting ship a destroyer 
is—will be better equipped for convoy duty. They carry four-inch 
guns—a few carry five-inch guns. And now, with stacks off, they 
can mount more antiaircraft guns. 

Meanwhile, our new destroyers are coming off the ways.

Her humblest citizens 
were proud to be Romans, and all of them thought in terms of em- 
pire. The people developed as Rome developed, and the duties and 
burdens that accompany power were understood and taken for 
granted. 

When Spain became the dominant power in the world, her 
people gloried in the responsibility of leadership. And when England 
replaced Spain and built an empire, her people grew up to their re- 
sponsibility and gladly assumed the duties of policing and financing 
the greater part of the world. 

America alone, for the first time in history, refused to accept 
the role that Fate prepared for her. And that refusal left the world 
leaderless. 

Why should we lead? Because somebody must. In every house- 
hold, club, church, town, state or nation, somebody must take the 
lead to prevent utter confusion and stagnation. When we refuse 
the role, Russia or Germany or Japan or some other country will 
assume it. We must lead or follow.

PRINCETON, N. J., March 9.—When the European war broke 
out 19 months ago, occasional British speakers reminded the United 
States public that so long as America remained a neutral in the 
war this country could expect no real part in the éventual peace 
settlement. 


Now, from the studies of the British Institute of Public Opinion, 
comes an indication that if the Axis is defeated the rank-and-file 
of the British people themselves would like to see an invitation to 
the peace table go out to the United States. 


“America is going to be needed in any future peace,” the over- 
whelming majority of those interviewed in a new British survey 
say. 
Others put it this way: 

“America is already helping. Her aims are the same as ours. 
We can’t have a lasting peace without America’s help.” 

The British Institute of Public Opinion asked: 

“Do you think the United States should take part in the peace 
settlement after the war?” 

The answers were: 


America Should Take Part 
America Should Not 
Undecided or No Opinion 


Parallel studies of British opinion have shown that the average 
Briton wants no peace conference until Germany and Italy have 
been defeated. 

In a further question put to British voters, the wartime British 
Institute asked whether Eire “in her own interests,” was right in 
refusing to allow Britain to use naval bases like Cobh, Berehaven 
and Lough Swilly.
